Hereas of late peers 2 queſtion and controuerſie hath 
Happened amongſt the Jnqueſts in diners Wards of 
this City ſometimes fo2 the pꝛioꝛityof the Foꝛeman and 
10 clection of Officers, and tometimes foz the pꝛecedency of 
the Jnqueſt one befoze another, by reafon whereofmany 
men of. good ſufficiencie haue auoided the ſeruice of this 
Inqueſt, by pꝛocuring their liberties fo2 fines of money, 
hereby young men of leſle experience and ſufficiencie 
jane bet Ames raken to ſerue in their places to the 
dichonour of the gouernement of this Citie, the diſgrace 
of that ſeruice, aud manifeſt derogation of Juſtice, And 
Whereas it is found by experience to be inconuenient, that 
| the choice of the Fozeman ofthe Inqueſt, and conſequent-

Dee ofthe ſame, ſhould perpetually fall into one onely Pꝛecinct 
| — — = oft Ward, and the reſt of the ward ertluded thaͤt place, 
who happely by their wiſedoine, countenance and diſcretion, may better than other accommodate 
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caules and compound ſtrifes, oꝛ make a moze thzough and ſeuere diſquiſitton of offences, if the 
direction of that ſeruice were left vnto them, as in all realon it ought. Foz pzeuentionof which and 
the like inconueniences, and to ſettlea conſtant foꝛme and tule in this behalfe foꝛ time to come foꝛ 


all the ſeuerall wards of this Citie, It isenacted, oꝛdere agreed, That hencefoꝛth when 
euer pꝛecinct, accoꝛding to the ancient oꝛder haue pꝛelented the names of their Jnqueſt men at the 
time accuſtomed, and that they haue all taken their oathes: That then foꝛth with the good men 


okthe ſame Inqueſt ſhall by moſt voices pzoceed, and make choice of one of the moſt diſcreet, honeſt, 


and able among them to be their fozeman, without reſpect had to any particular pꝛecinct, oꝛ 
any vſage inthat kind, but onlyto the choice of ſuch a perſon as may beſt direct aud diſcharge the 
ſeruice, and after ſuch election made, ſuch fozemau to be confirmed and allowed by the Alderman of 
that ward foꝛ the time being, and in his ablence by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ of this City foꝛ the time being. 
The foꝛme and o2der hereby ſet down tobe hencefozthobſeruedand kept foꝛ euer in euery ward of 
this City, any la w, vlage oꝛ cuſtome to the contrary therof in any wiſe notwithſtanding.,P2outded 
alwaies in caſe the Jnqueſt men ot any ward ſhall be in number euen, and ſhall foꝛ the choice of 
their fozeman be diuided , the one halfe againſt the other, then in ſuch caſe the Alderman of the 
ward, and in his abſence the Lozd Maio? of the ſaid City (foz the time being ſhall haue one voice 
in choice of the laid fozeman, foꝛ deciding of controuerſie and perfecting the ſaidelection.
